Oppenheim, 
Noted Author, 
Dies in Sleep 


LONDON, Feb, 3.—(4)—E. Phil- 
lips Oppenheim, popular fiction 
writer.for mofe than half a cen- 
tury, died in his sleep Sunday at 
his St. Peter port home on the 
channel island of Guernsey. He 
was 79. 

The famous author of spy thrill- 
ers, mystery stories and society 
adventure books had been ill for 
months. Weeks ago he suffered a 
severe stroke and he had several 
others since 

Although Oppenheim’s sutput 
slackened during the second 
World War when the Germans 
seized his homes on the Riviera 
and the Channel islands, he had 
been turning out books at the rate 
of three or four a year from the 
beginning of the century 


Oppenheim attributed his career 
as a writer to a custom his father 
inaugurated of requiring each 
child to write a story to be read 
on Christmas Eve with a prize go- 
ing to the author of the one voted 
the best by the family. At the age 
of 13 Oppenheim broke his father’s 
winning streak.

Wanta Buy Whole Alabama Town 
And Be Mayor, Postmaster, Et Al? |

HANNON, ‘Ala., Feb. 3.—Anyone interested in 
buying a town’ Anyone care to be the owner, 
mayor, postmaster and No. 1 business tycoon in a 
lush farming country where the livin’ is easy, the 
fishin’ is fine, and where one of the chief entertain- 
ments is reading the Birmingham and west Georgia 
border papers to see what new troubles are beset- 
ting the urbane folks” 

This peaceful. Alabama village. seven miles west 
of Hartsboro and 34 miles southwest of Columbus, 
was offered tor sale Friday by its owner, Marion 
Tavior. and Tavior says it's first come—first served 
for the man who can hand him the tidy sum of 
six and a half thousand dollars. 

Towns aren't put on sale every day in the week, 
according to Jim Ogletree, a Columbus real estate 
dealer whose firm is handling the sale of Hannon, 
Ala.. and a rea! estate-hungry public seems to have 
realized that fact. Since Hannon was offered for 
sale vesterday, he said, 37 prospective buyers have 
replied to his advertisements 

“All of them were willing to buy,” 
“but too many were interested only in a ‘dollar 
down, dollar a month’ proposition. When some. 
one with a fair fistful of money comes around, 
we'll start talking business.” 


But down here in Hannon itself, news of the 
prospective sale of the city which was founded 
shortly after the turn of the century seemed to 
have cast gloom over the 200 Negro inhabitants and 
the three white families. 

Especially downcast is the present postmaster 
and grocery store operator, Urvin V. Gross, who 
hae been Hannon’s chief civic leader for than 4a 
vVeatr 


Ogletree said. 


“Some folks around the county here laugh at us 
for even calling Hannon a town,” he gloomed, “but 
once vou ve lived here, the idea of having to move 
somewhere else is discouraging. It’s true that Han- 
non is unincorporated, and that it’s sort of spread 
out—41 acres to be exact—but the United States 


government did think enough of it to put a post 
office here.” 

“We'll admit the trains don’t stop here often,” 
Gross’s wife, a quiet, neat looking woman, added, 
“but that’s because the Seaboard has termed the 
town a flagstop. The engineer doesn’t stop to let 
off the mail; they just throw it at a crane that 
grabs it along the tracks.” 

Fifty-year-old Urvin Gross and his wife came 
here 14 months ago after a lifetime of traveling 
around the United 
panies. Should a owner take over Hannon, 
they will probably have to move, residents of the 
town explained, since most of the owners before 
Taylor insisted on living in the city and taking over 
the job of postmaster and grocery store operator. 

Operating the post office is a $60-a-month job, 
and the grocery store, whose nearest competition is 
a dozen miles away, has a $1,000-a-month turnover. 

But when Jim Ogletree drives a prospective 
owner down from Columbus to show him about 
the rolling acres, he is more inclined to point out 
the big, two-story house that is included in the 
deal than he is to mention ihe opportunities for 
making money. 

After that, he’ll take the visitor to see the one- 
acre pecan grove and then wil come a friendly} 
visit with some of Hannon’s residents. 

They'll tell you how Dr. John McCloud hap- 
pened to be traveling along the present site of 
Hannon back in 1905, how he took a liking to the 
rich farm land and the scattered farming families 
in the area. The doctor founded Hannon a few 
months later, and was the community’s leading 
civic figure until his death.

The proposal would affect cities 
having a population of 300,000 or 
over, and thus would apply only 
to Atlanta. 

The mayor and council would 
have full authority to perform all 
acts and to enact any legislation 
for the conduct of the city, except 
it could not change the present 
18-member council government,

Anglo-American STOLEN DOG 


Petroleum Pact 


In a statement released through 
the Atlanta offices of his corpora- 
tion, H. F. Sinclair, president of 
the Sinclair Oil Corporation and 
chairman of the Richfield Oil Cor- 
poration of California, makes an 
attack on the revised Anglo-Amer- 
ican petroleum agreement now 
pending in the United States sen- 
ate. 

This agreement, which is in ef.- 
fect a treaty, “is not in the na- 
tional interest or in the interest of 
the petroleum industry except per- 
haps some few companies having 
extensive foreign oil holdings,” ac- 
cording to Sinclair. 

Sinclair's objections to the pro- 
posed “treaty” are: (1) It will 
mean the opening of the United 
States to a flood of foreign oil and 
thus will have a disastrous effect 
upon the large independent sec- 
tion of the American oil industry, 
as well as upon the labor engaged 
in that industry; (2) it will re- 
quire states to revise their regula- 
tions concerning the exploitation 
of oil lands; (3) it will require re- 
peal or modification of the federal 
leasing act so as to grant aliens 
equal rights with citizens in the 
United States in the exploration 
and development of our public 
lands, 

“To accomplish the stated pur- 
poses ang objectives of the pro- 
posed treaty,” Sinclair continued, 
“it will be necessary to establish a 
cartel system in international pe- 
troleum trade which will involve 
controls, monopolistic practices 
and combinations not now permit- 
ted by law or policy in the United 
States. 

“If citizens of the United States 
are to participate in such a pro- 
gram, voluntarily or otherwise, 
congress would be required to re- 
vise our anti-trust laws so as to 
grant immunity to those partici- 
pating in such practices. Cartels 
are obnoxious to the American 
way of thinking. ... 

“If we are going to determine 
national economic policy by treaty 
which would compel us to divide 
our markets at home and abroad 
with other nations there is just as 
much reason for a coal, steél, or 
shipping treaty as there is for an 
oil treaty.”

congress should not act upon the 
proposed treaty until it has re- 
ceived and considered the findings 
and recommendations of its spe- 
cial committee headed by Sen. 
O'Mahoney, of Wyoming.

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Give Bradley a Chance — 


While John Stelle, national commander 
of the American Legion, may have 
launched his all-out attack on Gen. Omar 
Bradley and the Veterans’ Administration 
in all good faith, the circumstances are 
Such as to indicate it was based on per- 
sonal pique rather than a constructive 
effort to improve the VA. 


Stelle and Bradley recently disagreed 
on the location of a veterans’ hospital in 
the former’s home state of Illinois, the 
Legion commander having taken excep- 
tion to .he VA’s choice of sites. It was 
only after a resurvey, made in deference 
to Stelle, had revealed trat the designated 
Site was indeed best suited that the Legion 
head began indignantly to point out and 
demand a congressional investigation of 
alleged deficiencies in the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration.

In soine instances, he admitted, his 
Organization is 10 to 20 days behind in its 
work. But there are more than twice as 
many veterans to be looked after today as 
when he took over last August. Stelle 
had made much, for example, of the fact 
that the VA had 287,000 unanswered let- 
ters on Jan. 1. But he has not :nentioned 
that VA’s mail averages 125,000 pieces a 
day ...or that the slack has since been 
caught up by bringing tn additional help. 


It must be borne in mind that Bradley 


has been in the Veterans’ Administration 
for only six months, that during that time 
the number of veterans has increased from 
6,668,000 to 13,490,000, with every indica- 
tion that it will reach 20,000,000 before the 
peak is reached. 


It must be remembered, too, that com- 
petent help is difficult to obtain; that 
those who can be hired must first be 
trained; that such expansion as has been 
necessary does not make for immediate 
efficiency of operation. 


Time may prove, of course, that Stelle 
is absolutely right in his criticism of 
Bradley’s operation of the important Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 


For the moment, however, it seems 
the better part of wisdom to string along 
with John M. Stack, national commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, who says: 
“We stand by the good old American tra- 
dition of giving every man a chance to 
prove whether or not he can successfully 
handle a job. Gen. Bradley should have 
a chance.” 


And as for a congressional investiga- 
tion of VA at this time, we are inclined 
to agree with a spokesman of the Dis- 
abled American Veterans who, having 
pointed out that Bradley has had but six 
months to cope with the deplorable con- 
ditions he found in VA added, “An investi- 
gation now would only further delay his 
work.”

There's Gold in Them Thar Trees 


If anyone needs to be convinced of the 
opportunities in the pulp and paper indus- 
try he has only to review the quotas neces- 
Sitated by wartime paper shortages. The 
end of the war has not materially increased 
the supply. Scandinavian countries have 
been hard-pressed to supply their markets, 
primarily because coal mining was so bad- 
ly dissupted by the war that wood is 
being used as fuel in most of the areas. 
World stockpiles are down and will con- 
tinue to be low until more shipping is 
available. 


The pulp and paper market, therefore, 
offers tremendous opportunities, .zow and 
in the future. The South, with its 200,000,- 
000 acres of forest land is in a favorable 
position to supply paper markets. Six 
new plants, two-of them in Georgia, al- 
ready have been projected. 


Georgia supplies more than one-half 
of the national production of naval stores. 
Immediate prospects are seen for more 
paper mills. And this will be only the 
beginning. The pulp and paper industry 
will foster the production of rayon and 
plastics with their almost limitless prod- 
ucts. 


The South is ideally suited to take 


advantage of these prospects. Some varie- 
ties of pine grow seven times faster in the 
south than they do elsewhere. Timber 
culture can help the land by preventing 
exhaugtion and erosion. 


All of which means that a new era is 
opening up for sduthern industry. Now is 
the time to do some over-all planning. 
We recommend that the Governor pick a 
select committee from his postwar ad- 
visory board on agriculture and industry. 
The committee should study the entire 
development of forest products in Georgia. 
It should formulate a program for sys- 
tematic planting and cutting. It should 
encourage an educational program to in- 
struct growers and to stimulate research in 
all phases of forest products. Further- 
more, a Georgia committee should work 
with groups such as the Southern Research 
Institute at Birmingham to encourage fur- 
ther investigation into the prospects of 
wood industries. 


Too long have we merely dabbled 
with the prospects of developing our 
forest industries. An example is the lack 
of support for the work of the Herty lab- 
oratories. We hope the industry will get 
the encouragement, planning and co-or- 
dination it needs.

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Merits of the British Loan 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill, whose column usually appears here, 
is making a study of European occupation zones.) 


It is greatly to be hoped that the British loan will pass through 


congress with expedition. The world in which we live is economi- 
cally devastated, and is in a condition of extreme political instability. 
No effort should be spared to ameliorate these conditions as rapidly 
as possible. Neither Bretton Woods, nor any international trade 
policy can become in the least effective until the special British 
situation is met. 

The British parliament has accepted the conditions of the loan, 
not without making some wry faces. The conditions mean the disso- 
lution of the sterling bloc and the. abandoning of imperial pref- 
erences. The extreme left in the British Labor party, which leans 
toward state-controlled trade as part of a completely planned econ- 
omy, and the extreme right, which leans toward imperial autarchy, 
would both be supported against the middle-of-the-roaders by the 
failure of the loan. There is, therefore, a political aspect to the 
loan, which should certainly be taken into account by the very 
congressmen and senators most likely to oppose it. 

A prolonged debate—with even a filibuster, as has been threat- 
ened—would be in the nature of a strike against any international 
financial reconstruction. The British cannot dissolve the sterling 
bloc, for instance, until America takes action on the loan, The 
international trade conference, highly necessary, cannot take place 
until then. The delay will already have necessitated postponement, 
and meanwhile everything is hanging in midair as far as world 
economic reconstruction is concerned. Time is, therefore, of the 
essence. A breakdown in British-American financial relations, or 
a prolonged state of suspension with anger and querulousness, would 
create an international deadlock, promoting every sort of political 
and economic speculation. 


The matter of foreign trade 
is of grave concern to Ameri- 
can industry and American workers. Henry Wallace, who is cer- 
tainly in favor of the largest possible interna] consumption of 
American production, was one of the first to realize and say that 
full employment will be impossible unless the United States finds 
increased foreign outlets. 

In a world which is, at present, impoverished beyond imagina- 
tion, and much of which—the Soviet Union and its satellites, for 
instance—is within a practically closed economy, the prospect is 
bleak at best. Certainly it is not in thé American interest to 
promote any sort of autarchy, whether rightist or leftist; but that 
will be the alternative to refinancing Great Britain, and, as a result 
of that refinancing, promoting the multilateral reciprocal trade 
ideas which have been one of the few consistent lines of American 
foreign policy for many years, finding their strongest supporters 
in President Roosevelt and Cordell Hull. 

Fortunately, by far and away the best American foreign cus- 
tomer has been, for decades, the United Kingdom and the British 
Commonwealth. In 1938, for instance—the last more or less normal 
year—17 per cent of all our exports went to the United Kingdom, 
15 per cent to Canada, and 13 per cent to the rest of the common- 
wealth—45 per cent of our entire export trade. The same year, 
imports from the United Kingdom were 6 per cent of our total; 
from Canada, 13 per cent; from the rest of the commonwealth, 1% 
per cent, or a total of 32 per cent—strongly favorable to us, on 
balance. It is therefore essentia] to our own trade revival that we 
get our affairs with the United Kingdom and commonwealth on a 


steady basis and quickly.

Business With Britain oof “the joan are, oddly enough, 


the very men who are opposed to “regimentation,” “socialism,” and 
“communism.” Yet they sometimes appear to be God’s gift to their 
own opponents, especially the regimenters. We have not got an 
infinite choice of alternatives. Any sort of freedom depends upon 
a degree of economic freedom Economic freedom is inconceivable 
withott multilateral reciprocal trade; that is, inconceivable without 
the refinancing of Britain. 

The argument that the British loan creates a precedent is 
specious. Every loan has to be considered on its own merits, and 
undoubtedly we shall have to refinance a considerable part of the 
world if we want orderly, prosperous, evolutionary reconstruction. 
The alternative will be political extremisms of all kinds, new forms 
and expressions of economic fascism, all with inevitable social and 
economic repercussions on and within the United States. Indeed, 
the economic and political instability of the world at large is the 
greatest threat to our own institutions. 

It is, therefore, to be hoped that the British loan will not, by 
further troubling the international waters, create new favorable 
fishing conditions for those few who do not want the rapid restora- 
tion of equilibrium. Whatever difficulties the:e may be in doing 
business with the British are largely overcome by the conditions 
attached to the loan. and in any case, if we cannot do business 
with the United Kingdom and commonwealth we shall encounter 
much harder problems with the rest of the world—and with less 


immediate and favorable results.

They Also Served 
For Little Praise 


We won a couple of wars, forcing two power- 
ful foes to unconditional surrender during the 
year 1945. Not ourselves alone never let us 

make that error of vainglory, but with the aid of powerful allies 
who fought alongside our forces in perfect unity of effort and of 
sacrifice. ; 

We contributed much to the victory, to be sure, but the sacrifice 
we made, as a nation, cannot compare. with that of our allies. 
We never knew the agony of air attack, or devastation of our 
cities, of wholesale slaughter of our civilians. We never saw 
enemy forces occupying any part of our beloved land. 

In assessing the factors which contributed to our victory, we 
have always placed in the first category of honor the men of our 
fighting services. And, of course, those who formed the front 
lines of attack, who bore the brunt of the foes’ savagery until the 
fight was won, stand foremost in the roll of national glory. 

After the men and women in the uniformed services, we honor 
next the workers in the war factories, those who created the 
weapons, the equipment for war, both for our own forces and, in 
large measure, for our allies. True, we withhold that honor from 
workers who had so little sense of loyalty that they struck while 
the war was yet on. But to the 95 per cent of workers who labored 
without interruption for the making of the victory, we pay full 


tribute. 


There is a third large group, however, never 
Others Unsung, named in the laudatory orations or included 
in the rosters of national. honor. Yet without them we could not 
have won the victory. And today we continue to forget them, 
though they, above all others, are paying the price of postwar 
disruption 

These are the men and women, most of them of that wide- 
spread class known as “white-collar workers,” who remained stead- 
fastly at their normal jobs. Without these the national life could 
not have functioned, without these there would have been con- 
fusion, disruption so great no sacrifice by others could have defeated 
the common foe. 

The essential services continued to function. The _ utilities 
operated, ofttimes under severe difficulties, but without interruption. 
The stores, so essential to every-day life, remained open, furnish- 
ing us all, as best they could, with the necessities of life insofar 
as limited supply would permit. 

Even though transportation was difficult, it mever collapsed, 
the trains and busses ran and there was always someone on duty 
in the ticket offices, even if only to tell us, regretfully, there were 
no reservations to be had. 

The bread was baked. the meat was distributed, the laundries 
kept our things reasonably clean. Handicapped, all of them, to be 
sure, but always there was service to be had, even though delayed, 
and, we thought, slow. 

And we owe those services to the humble, the unsung ones, 


who stayed on the job. 

Many of these essential ones, the “white 
Now They Pay collar’ mén and women, today are in the fore- 
front of sacrifice as we see that dread evil, inflation, coming upon 
us. They are the ones who must struggle with rising costs of 
living, although, in many instances, there has been no increase in 
salary check or pay envelope. 

The “white collars’? have no union, many of them. They can- 
not strike to force increased pay. During the war their salaries 
were frozen and, in many instances, they seem still frozen, for 
one cause or another. 

We sympathize and sorrow with the discharged GI who is a 
victim of the housing shortage, who cannot find shelter for himself 
or his family. Rightfully so. We say, in all our plans to relieve 
the housing shortage, that we must take care of the veterans. 

There are. though, thousands of loyal men and women, the ones 
of whom I write, who are suffering just as much as any veteran 
for lack of home of any description. Why should we forget them? 

Organizations work, desperately, to -provide essentials for the 
veterans. And so they should. 

Organized labor goes on strike, 
maintain wartime incomes for their workers, 
costs of living. 

I think it is time someone championed the cause of the unor- 
ganized, the victims of postwar disruptions in the way of life, the 
families desperate for some place to live, perplexed with the prob- 
lem of meeting higher living costs on the same old salary or wage.

No Favorites 
In Removing Ceilings 


WASHINGTON.—It is a bit disconcerting to 


have someone of the industrial prominence of 

Henry Ford Il, president of the Ford Motor 
Company, make an open attack on government price-control meas- 
ures. 

The danger gf an attack coming from such sources is that it 
offers encourag@ment to other pressure groups to wage an even 
more vigorous fight against the OPA and all that it stands for. 

Congress is already being bullied by unscrupulous elements bent 
on rémoving or boosting price ceilings as a means of swelling profits. 
It makes the task of the administration all the more difficult in 
holding the line against inflation when a great industrial organiza- 
tion like the Ford Motor Company, one of the most powerful in 
the country, lends its voice to these selfish pressure groups 

The youthful Mr. Ford, grandson of the founder of the company, 
was guilty of rank economic apostasy, it seems, when he said: “To 
my mind, you cannot have a freely competitive mass-production 
industry with even ‘just a little’ government price control.” 

He grants that “there may be sound reasons in the public interest 
for continuing price control on such things as rents and foods,” but 
when it comes to the automobile industry and its suppliers of mate 
rials he is convinced that all controls should be removed. 

In that, Mr. Ford’s position is little 


Fallacy of Ford Thesis different from the other pressure 
groups which have made a target of OPA from the beginning. 
Everybody wants price controls on everything except the things he 
himself makes or sells. It is all right for the other fellow’s goods, 
but not for his own. 

The fallacy of the Ford thesis is self-apparent. If elimination of 
price controls is to be ordered for the motorcar manufacturers, 
then what justification is there for not doing the same thing with 
other industries? 

In the category of essential goods, all producers and merchan- 
disers should be treated alike. If the ban is lifted for one industry, 
it cannot in good sense be imposed on another. 

Besides that, there is the further point that there is such an 
interlocking relationship between our major industrial groups that 
one is bound to have an effect on another. 

Take the steel industry, for example. Suppose all price ceilings 
were removed on steel. Because of the large accumulation of 
demand, the result would undoubtedly be that steel prices would 
soar far beyond their present government-regulated levels. The 
effect of that would be felt in the price of every product manufac- 
tured from steel. 

The same yardstick applies to the automotive industry. 
fers only in a matter of degree. 

Exceptions to price controls have been made by the OPA largely 
in luxury items. We only have to consider what has happened to 
goods of this kind to see what the effect would be of price-control 
elimination in other lines. 

Every woman who has priced a fur coat in the past year or so 
knows the meaning. Fur coats, a luxury item not touched by price 
controls, have tripled and quadrupled. Silver and jewelry are 
other free items which have gone far beyond their normal values. 

While the cost of living and other essential ,oods have been held 
down to a small comparative increase, luxury products have gone 
sky-high. All because the demand is far greater than the supply— 


plus the fact there are no ceilings. 
Look what happened to 


Demand Greater Than Supply (fon ie putter in San 


Francisco about a year ago. Due to some confusion in interpreting 
OPA orders, it was announced there that the ceilings on butter 
were being removed. Overnight the price soared to around $1.25 
per pound—about double. 

The housing situation that exists in Washington must be com- 
parable to that in many other cities of the country where there 
is an acute shortage. It is not uncommon to be told by property 
managers here that from 1,800 to 2,000 applications are on file for 
apartments in some of the larger building units. 

What would happen if price controls were removed and these 
would-be tenants started bidding against each other for quarters? 

The same thing would happen in the matter of goods in general 
if controls were eliminated. Much or most of the huge private 
savings the people have accumulated during the war years would 
be wiped out in the run-away prices of products. In other words, 
we would have a fine case of inflation On our hands. 

That is what the country would be headed for if the youthful 
Mr. Ford and others of his kind should be allowed to have their way. 

Price control is something we will have to apply to all essential 
goods until production begins to close the gap between supply and 
demand. We cannot play favorites by removing ceilings for one 
industrial group while continuing them for another. It would not 
be fair and it would not work.

Look Down, Look Down 
That Lonesome Road 


Look down, look down that lonesome road in 
Georgia today, and if you see anything moving 
at all it will be a small boy leading a cow, or a 
two-horse wagon, wallowing slowly through the ruts. For the 
third time—and if the subject wearies you, pause to reflect that it 
is a serious matter to thousands of Georgians—I take my pen in 
hand to point out that the country roads of Georgia are in terrible 
shape. My two previous mild discourses on the road situation 
have been in semi-humorous vein, but we have with us this morn- 
ing a man who is mad clean through, Mr. Daniel J. Bowen, whose 
office is in Atlanta and whose home is in Gwinnett county and 
who knows, first hand and to his deep disgust, what bad roads 
mean to a man who has got to get to town to carry on his business. 
Ladies and gentlemen, Mr. Bowen: 

“Dear Mr. Martin: I read with great interest but mighty little 
amusement your column in the Constitution of February 1 and the 
thought occurred to me that maybe you and your good paper would 
get behind a campaign such as they have already started in the 
Charlotte papers in an effort to improve the farm-to-market 
roads. I am sure the Georgia farmers living in rural areas would 
get together and help in any way possible if the opportunity were 
offered them. 

“I would like to give you an idea what we go through daily 
15 miles from Buckhead and one mile from the Gainesville High- 
way each day. We hook our tractor to our car and are dragged 
through the mudholes a quarter of a mile and are met each night 
by the tractor again and pulled home. The exhaust pipes and 
mufflers have been worn away and the gas tanks are riddled 
with pinholes as the car settles down in the deep ruts. I took 
my car by the repair shop the other day and the man told me 
it would take $125 worth of work and parts to repair the damage 
done by dragging through the mud. 

“Three years ago I was approached by the man in charge of 
the convict gang to allow him to strip the top-soil from the fields 
bordering the road to put on the road. He probably did not 
know that it took 200 million years to build up this topsoil, and 
that we had a mountain of granite twelve miles away. One of 
our farmers did allow him to take the topsoil from one terrace, 
and now this is a badly eroded field. We are trying to follow 
Channing Cope’s advice—who, by the way, is doing a great work 
for rural Georgia—in the planting of kudzu and lespedeza séricea 
to build up the worn-out land, and it is a perfectly asinine request 
that we part with our cherished topsoil. We all know that the 
pulpwood and lumber situation is very serious, but what could 
we do with the trees if we cut them down? We couldn't take 
them to a sawmill until July, and by that time the worms would 
have destroyed most of the product. The school bus has been 
forced to abandon tts run for several days at a time, and we 
have no mail service on many days. The director of REA tells 
me he could not proceed with rural electrification in our area 
because he could not get automobiles for his men to cover the 
territory. There must be thousands of jeeps available on priority 
to his organization. And what good would an automobile be in 
the rural sections of Georgia, anyway? 

“We have many returning veterans in the district who are 
coming home to conditions wurse than when they Ieft and I 
have talked to many of them and they have all agreed that if we 
could get the rock delivered to our nearest town, we would haul 
it ourselves and do what we could to help each other. Our tractor 
is used to help those who need it and I do not know what we 
would do ff we had a breakdown and could not obtain parts.

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“Dp. J. BOWEN,” 

What Mr. Bowen says is true, though the picture is even blacker 
than he has painted it, for it is multiplied a hundred fold. Since 
writing of my own troubles traveling on the dirt roads, I have 
heard from, and of, many communities where the school buses 
cannot run, the mail is undelivered, churches have closed down 
and the whole life of the community has come to a standstill. 
Men have died in Georgia whose bodies had to lie tor days in 
funeral homes because the hearse could not reach the graveyard. 
The picture in some sections is like that description of England 
under the interdict—-when “the dead were unburied and the living 
were unblessed.” 

We have just come through—or rather we are still in the midst 
of—one of the wettest winters north Georgia has known in years. 
It is too late now to do much about it, and, as Mr. Bowen strongly 
Points out in a paragraph of his letter I omitted for the sake of 
brevity, winter isn’t the time to try to do the work anyhow. But 
®s soon as the roads dry out in the spring every county ought to 
get to work on its roads, getting ready for the rains next winter. 
They don't need to be paved. And Lord knows he is right about 
not surfacing them with precious topsoil. Crushed rock may be the 
answer. They use it with great success in the black gumbo mud 
of southern Mississippi. But that land is flat, and rock washes 
off a slope unless plenty of it is used and it is rolled in deep. 

Now I’m no road builder and can't sit up here and say what 
Georgie counties should, or should not, do. It may be that the 
county commissioners can't maintain the roads as they once did 
because the convict labor they used to have is no longer available. 
It may be that they don’t have the labor nor the machinery to 
do the work. 

But 1 do know, as does anybody else who has tried to travel 
ground Georgia off the highways, that we can’t go on with the 
roacs as they are. We've got to find the answer. Mr. Bowen says 
it's crushed rock, and the people joining together to maintain the 
roacs themselves. If anybody has any other I'd like to 
hear them.

The propaganda which began by 
fomenting contempt for the “big 
brass’ in the American Army and 
Navy, has now spread until it in- 
cludes all commissioned officers. 

The campaign was begun by the 
Communists, many of whom fil- 
tered into the Army, and is now 
raging in their publications. It 
now frankly promotes hatred of 
the entire officer “class.” 

Farly in the war, both the Army 


and Navy openly excluded Com- | 


munists and fellow travelers from 
the commissioned ranks. Candi- 
dates for commissions who had 
such political background were 
quietly but firmly turned down. 


-;One such candidate, with White 


House backing, was rejected by 
'the Navy and forced to take his 


| turn in the draft. Being presently 
called to the Army, he immediate- 
ly was the subject of ostentatious 
socia! calls that would have been 
humiliating to a manlier soldier. 
In due time he got his commis- 
sion, being cited, meanwhile, for 
bravery on non-hazardous mis- 
sions in an area in which there 
was a possibility that the enemy 
might be lurking. 


THE COMMUNIST files were 
closed, and presumably dispersed, 
and the sifting bureaus were abol.- 
ished with the explanation that 
the oath of loyalty to the constitu- 
tion prevailed over the notorious 
mental reservations of all Commu- 
nists in all such situations. 

Most of the Communists, how- 
ever, aspired to become sergeants 
at the highest and plant them- 
selves in the propaganda publica- 
tions, in intelligence and  head- 
Quarters jobs. 

Two years ago a service paper 
called the Mid-Pacifican, pub- 
lished in Honolulu, carried a load- 
ed question which its inquiring re- 
porter had addressed to a selection 
of enlisted men, ostensibly ap- 
proached at random, obviously 
picked because of their known at- 
titude. It was a personal attack 
on a Civilian at home who had 
been a vigorous fighter against 
thieves, racketeers and Commu- 
nism in the unions. Soon after- 
ward the Communist press asso- 
ciation, in an inter-office query be- 
tween the New York and Wash- 
ington bureaus, a copy of which 
fell into outside hands, plainly re- 
vealed that the question was a 
“plant” and that the Communists 
had at least one of their own on 
the Mid-Pacifican. 

General Richardson, in com- 
mand there, received a copy of the 
/message and an interpretation of 
ithe little coup. He made known 
his decision to permit no political 
motivation in the publications un- 
der his command. He could try 
but of course he couldn't suppress 
such motivation or keep the Com- 
munists out of jobs in the service 
press. The unly way to keep them 
out is to abolish, all such papers 
which have no legitimate place in 
‘any force under military law and 
discipline, 


i 
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WORLD, of San Francisco, a Com- 
munist organ, in its issue of Fri- 
day, Jan. 18, carried a bitter art- 
cle entitled “Why Soldiers Hate 
| Officers.” 

| This head, be it noted, includes 
‘all officers, not merely the “big 
brass.”’ 

The story carried the name of 
John Lord and a foreword said: 

“John Lord was a sergeant in 
the Army. In Honolulu, he served 
editor of the 
second largest Army newspaper in 
the world. He is now on the staff 
of the Peoples Daily World.” 

In this piece, Lord related an 
alleged incident, naming no names, 
although he is now no longer a 
soldier, in which an enlisted man 
was said to have been blown up 
by fumes from an airplane belly 
tank: which, by means of a blow- 
torch, he was converting ‘into a 
bathtub for a colonel. He said, 
however, that the colonel, like the 
soldier, did not know that heat 
would create and explode. the 
fumes. He related further that 
soldiers in Ie Shima got mad be- 
cause their officers had a mess- 
hall while they messed in the open 
and that a rumor went around 
that the officers’ mess had been 
mined with hand-grenades and 
was to be blown up at night. 

“There were plenty of reasons 
to feel a personal hatred for the 
enemy,” Lord’s story said, “and 
GI's did. But most soldiers hated 
their own officers more actively 
than thev ever hated the Japanese 
It is justified. Until a change is 
made, anv man or woman who en 
in the VU. S. armed forces 
Army, Navy or Marines—can ex 
pect to be fed. housed. clothed and 
treated like a servant.”

Are the Projected 
A-Bomb Tests Proper? 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. Scott Lucas, Democrat, 
of Illinois, got up in the senate and “thought out 
loud” about something he believes may be worry- 

ing a lot of people in the country. 


It was about the projected atomic bomb experiments in 


the 


Pacific with 96 naval vessels as the guinea pigs. 
He spoke first of the destruction of that many naval vessels, 
and whether they could not be put to some better use. Then he 


touched on the other question: 


“Another thing which disturbs’! 
me is this: If we are to outlaw 
the use of the atomic bomb for 
military purposes, why should we 
be making plans to display atomic 
power as an instrument of de- 
struction? 

“I am sure that the people of 
the world witnessed enough spec- 
tacular display of instruments of 
warfare during the last war to last 
them for a long time. Yet we con- 
tinue to talk about atomic power, 
atomic bombs, and rockets that 
will go to the moon, and so forth. 


“PERHAPS IT IS proper to do 
So. But I wonder sometimes 
whether the planned display of 
atomic power, to take place at 
some future time in the Pacific, is 
proper. I may be wrong in my 
views with regard to the matter. 
I am merely thinking more or less 
out loud. 

“But the more I think about it, 
the more I am convinced we 
should stop, look, listen and hesi- 
tate and pause before going 
through with this particular pro}- 
ect.” 

He said he was just tossing this 
subject into debate “for whatever 
it may be worth.” He added that 
he thought the joint congressional! 
committee on atomic energy 
should consider carefully “wheth- 
er or not we should destroy all the 
ships it is being planned to use in 
connection with the experiment.” 

This display of atomic might for 
experimental purposes has con- 
cerned others here, too, along with 
a related question as to continued 
Army control of atomic energy. 


IT HAS BEEN asked, for exam- 
ple, what we might think, if we 
didn’t have the bomb, if some oth- 
er nation put on such a terrifying 
experiment of wholesale destruc- 
tion—if Russia, for instance, 
tossed a few around in the Pacific, 
or England set off a few in the At- 
lantic. i 

There is, it appears, a good deal 
of anti-Russian and anti-British 
sentiment in this country. There 
is undoubtedly a feeling about us, 
too, in other nations. We know 
how virtuous we are, but others 
don't alwavs understand that, just 
as they probably can’t understand , 


why some people here are suspi- 
cious of them. 

We are, all of us, trying to re 
move mutual suspicion and to 
build up trust through our com- 
mon cooperative endeavors in the 
United Nations Organization and 
all its adjuncts — political, educa- 
tional, economic and financial. 


SHOULD WE swing our weight 
around and fill up the ocean with 
destruction when we seem well on 
the way to getting a common un- 
derstanding with other nations? 

Senator Lucas has tossed in 
good questior for debate. 

There is also increasing demand 
here for taking control of atomie 
energy away from the Army and 
lodging it in civilian hands. Sec- 
retary of Commerce Wallace put 
this emphatically before the sen- 
ate atomic energy committee. 


HIS EXPRESSION of view was 
followed a few hours later bv as- 
surance from President Truman, 
at a press conference, that control 
would be placed in a civilian com- 
mission as SOON as congress au- 
thorized such an agency, 

Mr. Wallace gave voice to a fear 
felt also among scientists that 
Army control not only would ham- 
per development for civilian uses 
but also would give too much 
power to “a small group of men, 
perhaps a military clique, who 
could use this fearful weapon to 
impose new and more terrible 
forms of authoritarianism and 
imperialism.”

Fine Progress

Atlanta’s Druid Hills 
church, humble in its origin 45 
years ago as a Grace church mis- 
sion Sunday school in the parlor 
\of the late John Englett with 25 
members, has come to the _ top 
place among Georgia churches of 
that denomination, with 3,250 
members at present and with the 
largest money contribution last 
year of any Georgia Methodist 
church. 

The growth of the church dur 
ing the 45 vears of its history will 
this week be further advanced 
'when formal adoption of plans for 
a $600,000 venture will be made. 

During this year of all-out evan 
gelism attention will be given the 
special effort toward ingathering 
of new converts and securing en- 
listment of persons whose church 
membership is elsewhere. Druid 
Hills church is assigned a quota of 
410 new members to be secured 
this year, 249 of which are to be 
on confession of faith. Dr. F. R. 
Chennault, the present pastor, 
stated that a recent church census 
of the community revealed 1,000 
prospects. The training school of 
visitation evangelism this week, 
and the pre-Easter revival cam- 
paign, will’ endeavor to reach at 
least 500 of the prospects in that 
immediate section. 

BUILDING VENTURE 

The $600.000 venture to he 
launched this week comes after a 
'study of several months and will 
‘be. realized in the erection of a 
new church building and other 
structures on a five-acre site at 
the corner of Ponce de Leon and 
Moreland avenues. The new struc- 
tures to be erected will be so con- 
structed as to preserve the exist- 
ing landscaping as one of the show 
places of Atlanta. A special com 
mittee, headed by J.-Lawrence 
McCord, is working out details 
with architects. 

“We believe adequately to take 
care of the Druid Hills congrega- 
tion, as well as a growing congre 
gation under the impetus of a new 
plant, it will be necessary to have 
a modern church building in ev- 
ery respect, seating at least 1,500 
people, a Sunday school with all 
modern equipment to care for at 
least 2,000 youths and adults, a 
recreational building and a chap- 
el.” said Dr. Chennault. 


Druid Hills’ first building was 
a $900 structure, erected in 1901 
at the corner of Highland and 
Vaud avenues. In 1911 decision 
was made to move the church to 
Seminole and Blue Ridge avenues, 
where it now stands. 

YEAR’S WORK 

A summary of the work done 
last year by the Druid Hills 
Methodist congregation shows that 
a grand total of all moneys raised 
for 1.11 purposes from all sources 
amounted to $83,649, of which 
amount $30,000 had been contrib- 
uted for missions, educational 
work and benevolences. The Sun.
